We plan to consume more that 500 litres of fuel, large amounts 
of camping food and other 'necessities', including several hundred litres of water all of which 
are not found on the island. 


The team, together with 2 tons of equipment and supplies, head out to sea on a 42 foot motor 
vessel on the evening of 25th July or on the morning of the 26th depending on weather. We 
expect to be active starting July 26th and continuously rock the bands until August Ist, weather 
permitting. Participation throughout the IOTA contest.

Tim Beaumont, MOURX, lends us his excellent manager services. The log will be available 
through ClubLog, likely after the expedition.
